The Battle* an tile Penlmula. 


Wilkca' Spirit of the Times baa tho fol 


lowing rigoroua criticism on tho recent 
movements oil the Peninsula: 


Shocked {and dejected at tho uuforseen 


result, the loyal public havo anxiously en 
deuvored to ascertain tho cause; while, 
taking advantage of the general perturbs 
tion, every traitor in our midst has sought 
to locate the blame against the government. 
It is also n feature of this vicious clamor, 
nay, it is its leading feature, that all these 
denunciations of tho government arc inva- 
riably accompanied by the moat fulsome 
eulogies of Gen, ilcClellan, and a schism 
is thus attempted to be set on foot, the ob* 
ject of which is either to open a presiden- 
tial campaign in his favor, or to distract 
the public mind on tho subject of the pros- 
ecution of the war. 


This game has been going 'on now for 


a considerable time, and it appears to us a 
little singular, that Gen. McUiollan suffers 
it to proceed, without n word calculated to 
rebuke the treason, and sustain tho admin- 
istration from such injurious slanders. He 
cannot fail to see that he is put forward 
virtually as the leader of this factious op- 
position, and that his pretended wrongs 
are the redoubts behind which theso sneak- 
ing traitors level their shafts against tho 
bosom of the country. A warfare of tbU 
sort, being made apparently in his interest, 
should receive a share of his attention; 
and if he bo not able to drive back the 
armed insurgents, ho can at least rebuke 
their slanderous allies who are co-operating 
with them in the midst of our society. 


In looking back .upon the battles of the 


week, and reviewing the fruitless valor of 
our soldiers in connection with the sad re- 
sult, it is not difficult to arrive at the con- 
clusion that the whole campaign of the Pen- 
insulahasbeena blunder. The true road to 
Richmond was due south from Washington, 
by which course an army of 250,000 men, 
covering the capital as it advanced, might 
many a time during the last nine months 
havo been driven iu one compact mass upon 
the then debilitated rebel ntronghold. Tho 
division of it into parts, so that one-half 
might make the strategic circuit round 
iiobin Hood's barn, with tho door open and 
tho road clear (vide Jacktion) towards the 
north, was tho most fatal on or that could 
have been committed ; and the command- 
ing general who consented to perform tho 
leading part is truly responsible for the 
wenkuess of tho scheme. If ho did not ap- 
prove of it, ho should not have consented 
to it; if he thought his forces insufficient, 
bis resignation would havo been a more 
iionorablo and soldierly alternative than tho 
sacrifice of tho army. Being deficient in 
strength, he should not havo located his 
forces amid swampa and extended his Hues 
for thirty mites in the face of a compact 
and superior enemy, nor tor n long period 
of days assumed tho attitude of giving unt- 
ie. Tho position in which ho had placed 
liimsolf, could hardly havo been chosen 
worse, lie was perfectly isolated from Pope's 
army and from Burnstde's, while the rebels, 
with superior tactics, had made masterly 
combinations of their forces at a common 
center. Worst of all ho separated himself 
rom his gunboats, the co-operation of 
which was tho argument that sent him to 
the Peninsula. 


One would suppose that tho 
military 


nind, which could, after the reflection of a 
'ortnight, detect the fatal error of this in- 
and isolation, might have seen its absurdity 
it tho outset, and by occupying tho river 
Dank at the first available point below Fort 
Darling, moved forvvaid with tho gunboats 
acting us a left wing', nnd, in themselves, 
representing a strength equal to 30,000 men. 
[lo might have taken this position at Tur- 
toy Bend or Harrison's Landing before the 
mttlo of Fair Oaka, or on any day for a 
week after it; and it is moat 
unfortunate 


that he did not think of a base of operrtions 
on the James river, until tho enemy were 
prepared to make it cost utJ 20,000 lives. 


It is proper that tho people should think 


theso things well over, and, while they ffhe 
due credit to tho' wondrous valor of our 
troops, and tho skill of these great captains, 
ileintzelman, Sumner, Kearney, and Frank- 
in, who extricated them from their dread- 
ul situation, 
administer 
condemnation 


wherever it may bo due. 
Our seven days' 


struggle was one continuous retreat, con- 
ducted under a general order to that effect 
jy the commander-iu-chief; but its triumphs 
were reaped in a series of separated battles, 
the varying fortunes of which, the above 
named ubie marshals were separately oblig- 
ed to steer and govern for themselves. All 
that we have to add an the, subject of this 
week of fighting is, that the rebels suffered 
equally with ourselves, but, nevertheless, 
they have earned a great moral advantage, 
and tho Union army baa received a check 
which wlllvetard its progress for six months. 


A GOOD ONK OK SKTH.—Some years

Desiring to make a fa- 
vorable impression, he prepared himself 
with great care for his first speech. He

The Battles on tlie Peninsula. 


Wilkea' Spirit of the Times has the fol 


lowing vigorous criticism on the recen 
movements ou the Peniuanla : 


Shocked land dejected at the unforseen 


result, the loyal public have anxiously en 
deavored to ascertain the cause; while 
taking advantage of the general perturba 
tion, every traitor in our midst has sough 
to locate the blame against the government 
It is also a feature of this vicious clamor 
nay, it is its leading feature, that all these 
denunciations of the government are inva 
riably accompanied by the most fulsome 
eulogies of Gen. McClellan, and a schism 
is thus attempted to be set on foot, the ob 
ject of which is either to open a presiden- 
tial campaign in his favor, or to distraci 
the public mind on tho subject of the pros- 
ecution of the war. 


This game has been going 'on now for 


a considerable time, and it appears to us a 
little singular, that Gen. McClellan suffers 
it to proceed, without a word calculated to 
rebuke the treason, and sustain the admin- 
istration from such injurious slanders. 
He 


cannot fail to see that he is put forward 
virtually as the leader of this factious op 
position, and that his pretended wronga 
are the redoubts behind which these sneak- 
ing traitors level their shafts against the 
bosom of the country. A warfare of thii 
sort, being made apparently in his interest, 
should receive a share of his attention ; 
and if he be not able to drive back the 
armed insurgents, he can at least rebuke 
their slanderous allies who are co-operating 
with them in the midst of our society, 


In looking back .upon the battles of the 


week, and reviewing the fruitless valor of 
our soldiers in connection with the sad re- 
sult, it is not difficult to arrive at the con- 
clusion that the whole campaign of the Pen- 
nsulahasbeena blunder.

He was perfectly isolated from Pope's 
rmy and from Burnside's, while the rebels, 
nth superior tactics, had made masterly 
ombinations of their forces at a common 
enter. Worst of all he separated himself 
rom his gunboats, the co-operation of 
'hich was the argument that sent him to 
he Peniasula. 


One would suppose that the military

Military Kmployineut or Negroei. 


The senate lias passed a bill authorizing 


the president to receive negroes into th 
service of the army for constructing en 
tronchmenta and performing camp duty, o 
any other service for which the may b 
found competent. Such persons who may 
ho tho slaved of rebels, after pcrforminj 
service n3 nbove, ahull bo free, aa well a 
tho mother, wife or child of such slave 
They are to be paid ten dollars per month 
for their work and ration*. 


Senator Wright, of Indiana, a democrat 


made a strong speech in favor of this bill 
and declared that if any general refuses t 
obey tho clause about employing negroes 
ho would promptly turn him ojt of the ar 
my. He also declared that tho rebellion 
would never bo put down by tho presen 
policy of tho administration. 


There never was any good reason for no 


employing tho negroen in this war. 
Th 


objection to it has grown out of prejudice 
which has no other foundation than thi 
harping of demagogues oil this subject. 


Adjournment of CongrcHg, 1 


At tho request of tho President congres 


ha-i postponed its final adjournment uuti 
Thutrfday, to morrow. Tho President, it i 
thought, has scruples iibout signing tho con 
fi-icdtioii act, and wants to have it " aiodifi 
ed." We do not think congress could re 
turn tho compliment, and n:ik tho Presiden 
to bo more moderate than he has been it 
t.ioseciititig tho war.

Men are needed now

unteer system in time to be servicable fo 
many months. This bill has yet to pass 
the house. 


Migration of Ulnoku. 


The bill of Mr. Doolittle for the estab 


lisbincnt of a bureau of migration, for or 
gaiiiztug and locating colonies for einanct 
p;ited negroes, has been read twice in tbi 
senate and referred. Mr. Doolittle appear, 
to work at this mine very hard, apparently 
being tnoro anxious to expel the African 
rncu from this country than to obtain their 
aid in putting down the rebellion. 
Wo do 


not sharo in tho fears expressed by Mr. D 
ubout amalgamation and a general exodui 
of the negro race north ; on the contrary 
wo believe ihey would go south by thou 
sands, if allowed to live freo in (he cotton 
slates. Tlicro they are needed aa laborers 
mid any attempt to deprive the country o 
their services will end disastrously. We 
would spend no timo nor money in this 
wone than useless business of expatriating 
the negro. Wo cannot do it, if we would 
on ncrount of tho expense ; nnd if wo could 
it would depopulate the south of tha only 
people thore who work and produce wealth. 


JUSTICE TO CABEY'H DIVISION.— General 


Reyes has submitted an official report in 
regard to the battle of Fair Oaks.

Mr.' She'rman, of Ohio, thought the quea- 
on of emancipation had mingled with war 


measures au long as it wus wiao to do so, 
t is doubtful whether tbe country can bear 
he load of debt which tbe proposition to 
pay fur all the slaves it employed, even it it 
»ere but for a aingle hour. lie thought we 
md gone far enough in this matter. A 


cherae such as is proposed by the Senator 
rom Kansas (Lane) will iavolve tbe coun- 
try in ruin. 


Mr. Lane, of Kansas, said be was dis- 


>oeed to deal fairly with loyal men. 
When 


beir slaves are once armed they cannot be 
enslaved again. lie proposed to pay loyal 
masters for them. 
It was perfectly lawful 


to use slaves of lojal men in tbe war of the 
revolution, and the war of 1812. . It was 
done; but according to the present policy, 
ie said, they could not be used against 
.raitors. 


Mr. Pomeroy, of Kansas, did not pro- 


Jose to commit the government to any 
policy in regard to buying slaves, whether 
.heir masters were loyal or disloyal men. 
The government had hung & man lately for 
engaging in the slave tratlic. He should 
vote against all these amendments.' 
After 


further debate, Sherman's amendment was 
adopted by yeua 18, niiys 17. 


Mr. Drowning moved to strike out tho 


words " mother, wife and children." Lost 
—17 to '.20. 


Mr. Browning moved that such mother, 


wife and children should not be freed un- 
less belonging to rebels.

Military Employment aT Negroes. 


The senate has passed a bill authorizing 


the president to receive negroes into the 
service of the army for constructing en- 
trenchments and performing camp duty, or 
any other service for which the may be 
ibund competent. Such persons who may 
be the slaves of rebels, after performing 
service as above, shul) be free, as well as 
the mother, wife or child of such slave. 
They are to be paid tea dollars per month 
for their work and rations. 


Senator Wright, of Indiana, a democrat, 


made a strong speech ia favor of this bill, 
and declared that if any general refuses to 
obey the clause abou'c employing negroes, 
he would promptly turn him oat of the ar 
my. He also declared that tae rebellion 
would never be put down by the present 
policy of the administration. 


There never was acy good reason for not 


employing the negroes in this war.. The 
objection to it has grown out of prejudice, 
which has no other foundation than the 
harping of demagogues on this subject. 


Adjournment of Congress. ' 


At tbe request of the President congress 


his postponed its final adjournment until 
Thursday, to-morrow. The President, it is 
thought, has scruples about signing the con- 
fiscation act, and wants to have it " modifi- 
ed." 
We do not think congress could re- 


tarn the compliment, and ask the President 
to be more moderate than he has been in 
prosecuting the war. 
We are quite aura he 


will receive no notice from the people that 
he acts with too much vigor. 


Conscription oic Draft* 


The senate has passed a bill authorizing 


the piesident to call out the militia, which 
amounts to a conscription or draft. This 
appears to be the fairest way of filling up 
the army. It will reach a class who never 
would volunteer.

unteer system in time to be servicable for

we believe they wonld go south by thou" 
sands, if allowed to live free in (he cotton 
states. There they are needed as laborers, 
and any attempt to deprive the country of 
their services will end disastrously. We 
would spend no time nor money in this 
worse thau useless business of expatriating 
the negro. We cannot do it, if we wonld, 
on account of the expense ; and if we could, 
it would depopulate the south of the only 
people there who work and produce wealth. 


JUSTICE TO CASEY'S DIVISION.—General 


Keyes has submitted an official report in 
regard to the battle of Fair Oaks. In it, 
he says : " Casey's division held its line of 
battle for more than three hours, and the 
txeeution done upon the enemy was shown 
by the number of rebel dead left npou the 
field after the enemy had held possession of 
that part of it for upwards of twenty-four 
hours." 


To RICHMOND UY THE JAMES HIVER.— 


The distance from McClellan's headquar- 
ters to the rebel capital, by land, is nine- 
teen miles ; but so irregular is the course 
of the James, that a boat has to sail sixty 
miles to reach the same destination.

HOUSE.—Mr. Stevens, from the commit- 


tee on ways and means, reported a bill 
making appropriations to sundry and civil 
expenses. 
The bill is similar to that laid 


on the table on Saturday, with the excep 
tions that no provision is made, as in the 
former, for the purchase of copies of the 
annals ot congress, which was the cause of 
its rejection. 


Mr. Mallory moved to strike out the 


clause appropriating half a million dollars 
to carry out the colonization project con- 
templated by the District of Columbia con- 
fiscation act. 


Mr. Stevens-said this appropriation was 


rendered necessary by the terras of these 
laws themselves. 


Mr. Mallory's motion was disagreed to—

Adjourned. 


EVENING SESSION.

They cannot, for reasons stated, endorse 
his policy, and differ from his belief that 
the declination of these states to act upon 
and adopt it, may or will prolong the war.
